Germans have been - abusing

He is said to have taken 


his arrest calmly, and to have told 
police that the matter was a "family 
affair involving no larceny," ami 
would quickly be adjusted.

charged with larceny of $10,000 and 
"ten pieces of paper" valued at $1,- 
000 each from Kensel, and $40,000 
and "forty pieces of paper" valued 
at $1,000 each" from another per- 
son whose name has 
never been 


made public, but 
who is said to 


have been a wealthy woman living 
at Swampscott, Mass. 


Police said Gray and his wife left 


Boston last July and friends and rel- 
atives did not again hear of them 
until 
they 
learned of Mrs. Gray's 


death. 


According to the police, Gray who 


is 45 years old, and was formerly a 
lawyer In 
Boston, declined to tell 


where he had been living since he 
left Massachusetts, or what his oc- 
cupation had been.

put the nipple in her mouth to test 
the temperature of the milk, as an 
infection such as a cold, might easily 
be conveyed in this way to the baby.

"It is the aim and hope of British 


policy," the 
newspaper continues, 


"to see China strong and independ- 
ent, developing peacefully without 
interference from any foreign power. 


"It is a duty we owe to ourselves 


and to China." says the Guardian, 
finally, "to help her in that direc- 
tion, and we have 
enormous ma- 


terial interest? too, which 
reinforce 


what is for us the only right and 
just policy." 


On January IS, 1915, Japan pre- 


sented to China a list of twenty-one 
demands arranged in five groups.
